Major C. D. Pennington has been 
placed in charge of the situation 
nere by Adjutant-Gereral Thompson, 
who returned to Seattle Sunday 
night. 

After the shooting, the Verona, 
with five dead and twenty-six 
wounded on board, turned around 
aud started back to Seattle.

A call to Industrial 
the World members from all over 
the State had been issued earlier in 
the week, and the citizens of Ever- 
ett, at a meeting held Sunday night, 
November 4, planned to meet the 
invaders and deny them the _ privi- 
lege of landing. 

When word that the expedition 
had left Seattle reached Everett, a 
mill whistle was blown as a signal 
to the citizens, and the posse 
gathered at the Commercial Club 
for instructions. Under orders trom 
Sheriff McRae, most of the men 
armed themselves with clubs, but 
many carried pistols. 

When the Verona reached the 
cily wiarf shortiy before 2 o'clock, 
sunday, Sheriff McRae, who was 
backed by his posse of deputy 
sheriffs and citizens, stepped for- 
ward and informed the men on 
the boat that they would not be 
permitted to land. One of the men, 
evidently spokesman for the party, 
began arghing with the Sheriff and 
then made a speech. 

Apparently as a signal, the man 
dropped his hand, and armed men 
on the steamer opened fire on the 
posse assembled on the wharf. 

According to some eyewitnesses 
the first shot was fired by a man 
who was standing in front of the 
Verona’s  pilot-house. Five shots 
were fired by him in quick suc- 
cession, they said. This seemed to 
be the signal for a fusillade from 
the boat. 

The first man to fall was Sheriff 
McRae, seriously injured. 

One man was killed instantly, and 
in a moment the crowd on shore 
was panic stricken. 

The unarmed citizens fied, but 
those who carried pistols sought 
cover and returned the fire. The 


shooting continued until the Verona 
backed away from the wharf and 
turned toward Seattle. 
shots were exchanged. 

The Verona immediately backed 
out of the dock and started back 
toward Seattle. 

That there was no further loss 
of life was due to the action of 
Ernest M. Shellgren, chief engineer 
of the Verona. 


Breaks the Hawsers. 


The Verona’S lines had been cast 
out and the steamer made fast to 
the wharf before the shooting be- 
gan. 

When the first shot was fired 
Shellgren jumped to his post in the 
engine-room, expecting to receive a 
signal from the bridge. When none 
came, he realized that the veggel’s 
lines had been’ made fast and that 
delay for them to be loosened would 
result in more bloodshed. He pulled 
the throttle and sent the steamer 
ahead to glacken the line. Then, 
reversing the engines at full speed, 
he broke the lines and backed the 
vessel from the wharf.

$1,931,000,000 DUE 
HERE FROM ABROAD 


Obligations of European Debtors 
Alone Total $1,627,000,000 


Washington.—Obligations of for- 
eign governments, bankers and mer- 
chants now held in the United 
States were estimated by the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board November 2 at 
$1,931,000,000. They are distributed 
in geographical groups as follows: 

Europe, $1,627,000,000; British 
America, $212,000,000; Latin Amer 
ica, $88,000,000; China, $4,000,000. 
The Board’s statement points to 
these figures as striking evidence 
of the altered position of the United 
States in international finance. 

“Much interest,’ says the Board, 
“ig now centered on how the United 
States will meet foreign demands 
for gold should such demands arise 
after the close of the Kuropean war. 
In this connection the maturities of 
European obligations held here are 
of distinct importance: Maturities 
in 1916, $30,000,000; 1917, $103,- 
000,000; 1918, $260,000,000; 1919, 
$300,000,000; 1920, $500,000,000; 
1921, $200,000,000; 1923, $5,000,- 
000; information lacking, $229,000,- 
000. Total, $1,627,000,000. 


41,020 BAGS MAIL 
HELD UP BY BRITAIN 


BERLIN.—Altogether 24,200 bags of 
mail from Germany and 16,820 bags 
destined for Germany were confiscated 
by the British and French authorities 
from December, 1915, to the end of 
September, 1916, says the Overseas 
News Agency.

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AMERICAN KILLED 
BY VILLA BANDITS 


Dr. Fisher, Physician, Among 
Victims at the Fall of 
Santa Rosalia 


Chihuahua City.—Dr. Fisher, an 
American physician living at Santa 
Rosalia, was Killed by the Villa 
bandits under General Baudelio 
Uribe, according to the statement of 
a Mexican refugee who arrived here 
from Santa Rosalia late last Sat- 
urday. Dr. Fisher was one of the 
few Americans known to have been 
in Santa Rosalia at the time the 
Villa bandits captured the town. 

General Uribe executed a number 
of Chinese and Arab residents of 
Santa Rosalia on October 26, 
refugees arriving from Santa Rosalia 
overland ‘reported here. General 
Uribe, in a speech delivered after 
the capture of the town, accused 
foreigners of being enemies. of 
Villa’s cause and ordered the sum- 
mary executions of the Chinese and 
Arab residents, the refugees added. 

After capturing the town General 
Uribe gave all prisoners the choice 
of having their ears severed from 
their heads or of being executed, the 
refugees said. Many of the prison- 
ers are said by the refugees to have 
accepted death rather than wmutila- 
tion. 

The town was then 
refugees reported, and the women 
camp followers of the Carranza 
troops there were mistreated by the 
bandits, according to eyewitnesses 
who arrived here. .

VILLA COMMANDER 
AND TWO OF HIS MEN 
EXECUTED AT JUAREZ 

El Paso, Tex.—Colonel Rosario 
Villa commander from So- 
nora, and two of his men were ex- 
ecuted in Juarez early last Satur- 
day after being convicted by a mili- 
tary court on charges of treason. 
They were captured at Hacienda 
Santa Ana, near Namiquipa, and 
were brought to Juarez. 

Colonel Garcia weakened when 
the moment of death came. After 
marching to the Juarez cemetery 
in front of a guard of eleven Carran- 
za soldiers and an officer, Colonel 
Garcia asked permission to write 
a last letter home to his family in 
Sonora. 

Seated on a log in front of the 
Sexton's house, the Villa commander 
wrote a long letter which he read 
aloud to the group of witnesses. 
In this statement he declared he 
was not a Villa bandit, but was a 
Constitutionalist, and said he had 
been forced to carry papers to Villa. 

Tied to Colonel Garcia were two 
otpers of his command. One was a 
beardless boy of 17 years, who 
licked his dry lips continually and 
wiped the tears from his eyes with 
a soiled handkerchief. The other 
was.a Mayo Indian in denim, who 
sat and smoked a cigarette while 
Garcia wrote his statement. 

After delivering this statement to 
the officer, Colonel Garcia made an 
impassioned plea for his life in a 
voice which broke with emotion and 
ended with a request that his family 
be cared for after his death. 

“Shoot me through the heart,” he 
said, sitting down in gxont of an 
adobe wall, pockmarked with the 
bullet holes of other executions. 
The boy next to him also sat, while 
the Indian squatted against the wall, 
smoking. ; 

The execution squad fired. Gar- 
cia and his companions rocked vio- 
lently from the force of the fusil- 
lade. Garcia’s knees doubled up 
with pain, he motioned to his heart 
and begged the squad to fire again. 
This was done deliberately, the 
bandit commander’s body quivering 
in the agony of his wounds. The 
second volley failed to end his suf- 
fering, and it was not until the 
captain of the guard had fired two 
“mercy shots” point blank at his 
head that the bandit’s body stilled. 

A “mercy shot” each dispatched 
the boy bandit and the Indian, the 
boy still clutching his soiled hand- 
kerchief and the Mayo his cigarette. 

Government agents here received 
what they claim to be reliable in- 
formation that Santa Rosalia, Parral 
and ,Jiminez have been taken by 
Villa bandits.

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EUROPEAN WAR 
IN PARAGRAPHS 


RT VAUX, STRIPPED OF 
ARMAMENT, IS OF 
NO FURTHER VALUE 


Berlin.—Fort Vaux, on the Verdun 
front, has been evacuated by the Ger- 
mans. 

To the north of the Somme the 
French have made an additional gain 
between Les Boeufs and Sailly Sail- 
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lisel and also taken 200 Germen pris- 


oners—making the total men captured 
Wednesday and Thursday in this re 
gion 736. 


The German statement regarding the 
western front follows: 


Western front in the district north 
of the Somme: Artillery activity No- 
vember 1 was renewed locally. An 
advance of English forces north of 
Courcelette was easily repulsed. 

French attacks in the sector of Les 
Boeufs and Rancourt brought small 
advantages for the enemy northeast 
of Morval and in the northwest edge 
of St. Pierre Vaast wood. They were, 
however, in general repulsed san- 
guinarily. Our troops in spite of te 
nacious French resistance made ad- 
vances in the nirthern part of Sailly. 


Army group of the German Crown 
Prince: An artillery engagement on 
the right bank of the River Meuse was 
repeatedly increased to great intensity. 

The French up to the present have 
directed an especially heavy and de 
structive fire against Fort Vaux, which 
had been evacuted already in the night 
by our troops following a given order 
and without being disturbed by the 
enemy. Important parts of the fort 
were blasted by us before we left the 
position. 


INFANTRY TAKES 
HEIGHTS AFTER THE 
ARTILLERY CLEARS WAY 


LONDON.—The Italians resumed 
the march on Trieste November 2nd. 
Attacking the Austrian line from 
Gorizia to the Gulf of Trieste, a dis- 
tance of twelve miles, they won nota- 
ble successes on the heights east of 
Gorizia and on the Carso plateau to 
the south. Nearly 5000 Teutons were 
taken prisoners. 

Cadorna’s troops advanced to the 
attack in two columns. One moved 
out of Gorizia toward the ridges 
which have resisted the Italian ad- 
vance since the Isonzo stronghold fell 
in August. The second assailed the 
Strong trench lines eat of Vallone on 
the Carso. 

The bombardment that has con- 
tinued almost ceaselessly for the last 
two weeks had prepared the way. 
The rain of shells had worn through 
the Austrian defenses on the Carso 
at several points, and when the in- 
fantry charged they found their task 
comparatively easy. 

At some points the Italians pressed 
forward for a mile before they were 
halted. 

East of Gorizia the heaviest bat- 
tling took place. Heights that hith- 
erto have proved stumbling blocks to 
every Italian effort were carried in 
the rush. ! 

The hills east of Sober were cap- 
tured and the attacking forces won 
a grip on the eastern slopes of Tivoli 
and San Marco, southeast of Gorizia. 


EVACUATION PREARRANGED 
DECLARE BERLIN REPORTS 


Berlin.—Fort Vaux at Verdun was 
evacuted on the night of November 
1-2 in accordance with prearranged 
plans, according to the German mili- 
tary leaders, who indicated that they 
considered the sacrifices involved-in its 
retention out of proportion to its value 


in the present German Strategic 
scheme. 


Forts Douaumont and Vaux, it was 
explained, formed such a material ele- 
ment in the defense of Verdun as long 
as they remained with unimpaired 
armament in French hands that they 
had to be put out of action in order to 
cripple the fortress, and once this was 
achieved the ruins of the forts, with 
the armaments removed, possessed no 
such importance to the Germans and 
served chiefly as targets for the French 
artillery. 

Now that Fort Douaumont has 
passed into French possession, Fort 
Vaux no longer, in the opinion of the 
German leaders, justifiea the heavy 
sacrifices necessary to retain the 
ground about the fort, which ig ill- 
adapted to defense against attacks from 
the south and west. Fort Vaux was 
therefore abandoned. 


LINER PHILADELPHIA 
CHASED BY U BOAT

WHEN DICKENS WAS “TRASH” 


What the Youngsters of New York 
City Had to Read in the 
Year 1854, 


A book reviewer, telling of the use- 
ful work of John Cotton Dana of the 
Newark free public library, called at- 
tention to the list of authors whose 
books were most frequently called for 
in the public libraries a dozen years 
ago. The list was headed by Marion 
Crawford, Rosa Nouchette Carey and 
Alexander Dumas. 

An illuminating parallel is found 
in the first installmént of “A History 
of the New York Public Library,” pub- 
lished in that library’s July bulletin, 
remarks a writer in the New York Sun. 
Joseph Green Cogswell, the New Eng- 
land schoolteacher who became the 
mentor of John Jacob Astor in the mat- 
ter of libraries, was almost as curious 
a8 Mr. Dana to learn what the public 
was reading. The Astor library in 
Lafayette place was opened January 
9, 1854, with about 90,000 volumes, and 
Cogswell watched the public with keen 
eye. ‘ 

“Everything goes on very smoothly,” 
he wrote to George Ticknor after his 
library had been open six weeks. “The 
readers average from one to two hun- 
dred daily, und they read excellent 
books, except the young fry, who em- 
ploy all the hours 4hey are out of 
school in reading the trashy, as Scott, 
Cooper, Dickens, Punch and the Ilus- 
trated News. Even this is better than 
spinning street yarns, and as long as 
they continue perfectly orderly and 
quiet, as they now are, I shall not ob- 
ject to their amusing themselves with 
poor books.” 

Poor books! ‘Then what did a libra- 
rian of that day consider good books? 
Well, the books asked for at the Astor 
library were Woodhouse’s “Astrono- 
my,” Frontinus’ “Asiatic Researches,” 
Abernathy on diseases of the stomach, 
Moore’s poems, Cuvier’s “Animal King- 
dom,” Goldsmith’s works aud sume 
others not quite so light. The “right 
thinking citizen” wanted to read some- 
thing that would last. But the young 
fry, who did not know what literature 
was and were quite devoid of culture, 
sat down and frittered away the gold- 
en hours by reading “Ivanhoe” and 
“The Spy” and “David Copperfield.” 
And we fancy that as the years went 
on these lowbrow fry haunted the As- 
tor library waiting for a chance at “A 
Tale of Two Cittes,” “Our Mutual 
Friend” and the other “poor books” 
which Dickens kept on turning out. 
Some of these are still observed on 
the shelves from which Frontinus’ 
“Asiatic Researches” are unaccount- 
ably missing. 


NAMES OF BRITISH POLICE 


They Are Numerous but “Copper,” 
“Peeler” and “Bobby” Those Most 
Frequently Used. 


It woult be interesting to have a list 
of the names by which the British po- 
lice are known. “Copper,” “peeler” 
and “bobby” are probably the most 
prevalent, and they carry their deriva- 
tions with them. An officer who “cops” 
people is a copper; and the name of 
the founder of the force, Sir Robert 
Peel, explains the other two styles. In 
many parts a policeman is called a 
“slop,” a corruption of “ecilop” (‘“po- 
lice” spelt backward). In Dundee a 
policeman ts a “shout,” the name hay- 
ing originally been got from: the 
fact that he wore a helmet with a bold 
peak fore and aft. Hotten’s Slang Dic- 
tionary, published in 1864, makes no 
mention of “rozzers” or “slops.” But 
how many would recognize the police- 
man under the name of “cossack,” 
“crusher,” “frog,” “raw lobster,” “M. 
P.” (member of the police), “nam” 
(probably backslang for “man”), or 
“Philistine?” A “beak” is only a mag- 
istrate now, but Hotten gives police- 
men as an alternative meaning. “Blue- 
bottle” for a policeman is now extinct, 
but no vehicles are called “policemen” 
now, as the earlier flies or “bluebot- 
tles” sometimes were.

POULTRY POINTERS 


As the chicks grow they need more 
room. It does not pay to let them 
crowd. 

Beware of musty, moldy, sour or 
decayed food. It is sure to cause trou- 
ble. 

Tough grass is of no value as a 
green food. Better sow some quick 
growing crop. 

Feed hoppers greatly reduce the 
work. If they are kept filled, the 
chicks will never go hungry. 

Clean, fresh water lessens disease 
among fowls. Filthy drinking water 
is the source of much trouble. Clean 
the drinking pans frequently. 

Sudden fright and excitement at 
once tell on the egg crop. Never al- 
low strange dogs about where hens 
are. 

Carefully conducted experiments 
have proved that eggs packed in sdlt 
will not keep perfectly in majority of 
instances, 

The best way to “plump” a dressed 
fowl is to dip it for ten seconds in wa- 
ter nearly or quite boiling hot. 

Our best birds this year are those 
that are hatched from cockerel and 
two-year-old hen matings. They are 
larger and healthier, 

The best step for early eggs this 
winter is to procure early hatched 
pullets and get them to laying now. 

You will find that your hens if fed 
for eggs will waste their food, unless 
they have ample space for exercise. 

A balanced ration is essential, to be 
sure, but it will be of no purpose un- 
less provisions are made for exercise. 

Remember that advertising is the 
key-note to success in all lines, and 
is no less true in the poultry business 
if you have good birds.
